Heaponscs from our circular letter! 
of li '">• Imve conic from all parts 
ot l„v ~.ate, and we are able to gath- 
er enough Horn them npon which to 
base an opinion as to lliu condition 
of the crops of this year's growth, 
and of those that have boon and are 
being sown lor next year's harvest. 

IKAeni— The present year's crop 
was an unusually line ono in bolh' 
qnaliiy ..ml yield. U is ^ m 
possible to got at on npproximnte 
aoroagoMwii.aiid therefore we are 
taking anything liko reliable data on 
orhtch, to base au cslimate ot the crop 
in bushels. The counties of Cln is- 
linn, Wooillord and Mason are esti- 
mated to have- raised certainly not 
less than 1,000,000 buihcls; but this 
fnrnishoa no criterion by which to es- 
timate tho product of tho balance or 
the State. Takinil, however, the csli 
mates of former years as tho crileri- 
and thoy 'wero but cstiinatea,' as 
approximately correct, and this year'* 
erops ought to foot up 9,000,000 bush- 
els. 

It U our purpose to devise some 
mode for (lie future by which some 
lliiug like an aecuntto estimate of 
Acreage and yield can he arrived at. 
Sr. (ar wc have only been able to 
compare the breadth* sown one yenr 
willi number, and OBtiinato tho dit- 
rcrenee between »uccecding crops by 
«o liiacaurate u standard. \Yo think 
tliis i in be remedied, and it shall be 
our puCpo'0 in the future to do so. 
As tjrt t'li the wheal crop, so il i; with 
,11 other crops grown in Kentucky. 

The dinners of Kentucky are per- 
haps further behind In two oisCnllal 
pnili.-ulars, on which so much de- 
pends, (ban those of almost any other 
State in the great valloy of which 
Kentucky makes a part, viz; In the 
means for winter shelter and protec- 
tion of stock, and in the moans to 
lake care of their email grain crops 
alter raising them. Wo venturo tho 
remark that not one iu five fanners 
In Kentucky is prepared with suita- 
ble houses and gamers within which 
to store his crop of wheat, so that be 
can select his own for telling. For 
want ot just .Mai* immediately tutor 
the harvest threshers aro called lor 
and the wheat all threshed and rush 
etfon to the markets: and oftentimes 
to^hc great loss of the producer. At 
this time buyors are always found at 
baud, and on every band. Specula- 
tors, understand the stalo ol tho caso 
exactly, c.ombino and depress the 
market. Ono purchnso in tho neigh- 
borhood sets the standard of price for 
nil the rost. This yoar'a experience 
and losses ought to teach a salutary 
Icston. 

It would be tho part of wisdom to 
so put in Ibe winter's work in pre- 
paration for the next year's crop as 
not to be forced to sell until ready to 
do so. At any rate it could bo caro- 
fullv stacked, and kept until some- 
thing of tho world's demands and 
necessities could bo determined bc- 
loro soiling, as tho final prico is il- 
wavs set by these. The acret gesown 
ami being sown this fall is unques- 
tionably largely above that of any 
other year proceeding n. There is 
not a county in (he State In which a 
grcaler breadth is not being sown. 
The only drawbacks to a larger pios- 
pcclive crop than ever grown In ibis 
Stato bolore, aro unfavorable soasons 
and damage from fly. There is no 
question that in some sections many 
fields have been greatly damaged by 
the fly, and instances aro not want- 
ing in which the wheat has utterly 
been killod out. These aro being ro- 
sowii. The very general appearance 
of the fly in whoat and other small 
grain, oan only be nttribnlod to tho 
unusually dry aud hot spoil just end- 
ed. 

After the exlrn pains end care ta- 
ken in tho preparations for next 
year's crops, the use of fertilizers to 
mi extent newer approached before in 
Kontucky, amounting, In runt, to four 
or live times the quantity ever used 
in nny previous year, lor our farmers 
to have their bright anticipations 
elouded from any cause, and their 
high expectations blighted, is to be 



regretted, especially when the for- 
eign demand this year is so great as 
to absorb every spare bushel of wheat 
from Maine to California, leaving the 
homo and foreign supplies so short 
thai, however grand our noxl year's 
crop may be, as to give absolute guar- 
antee or a ready market and good 
prices. Close ".razing with sheep has 
sometimes proved cfleciive in de- 
stroying the egg deposited by tha fly. 
A sucrcssrul wheat raiser said to us 
the other day that be intended to try 
what effect the sowing of snlt would 
havo on some of his wl eat in wliicb 
the fly had appeared. A v - Kenliieky 
farmers arc somewhat given lo mag- 
nifying every frbnblc lo their grow- 
ing crops, and to the habit of climbing 
mountain* just as they become out- 
lined in the distance, let us hope that 
matters are not as bad as reported, 
and that they may bo as agreeably 
disappointed with regard to llioncxt 
wheat crop, as Ihey cerininly were 
with regard to the present ono. 

liarley— There is an increase in 
acrengo of barley sown over last year. 
In some counties it is being intro- 
duced as a crop for the first time this 
rear. The fly is reported as being in 
IMM barley in some instances, but not 
lo tho extent it is iu the wheat. Bar- 
loy and rye have generally been ex- 
empt from fly. 

Corn — A good deal of corn wbb 
cut too green for fear of frost, aud 
with tho view to wheat Bowing. Tho 
exceptionally warm weather of tho 
last few weeks has caused it in many 
instances to mould in tho shock to 
some extent; much of it, too, waa 
blown down during the Inst wet .pell 
aud souic damage accrued from this 
cause also ; but, notwithalanding, tho 
crop throughout the Stato-mav be sot 
down as a good one. In some dis- 
tricts in Weetern Kentucky it is quite 
above an average ; so also in Mason 
iMid in counties contiguous. That the 
crop has been n fair one in central 
Kentucky, tho magnificent specimens 
that are beginning to adorn our of- 
flco attest, and wo aro expecting cu- 
mulative evidence from other purte 
of tho Stat) that the crop, ought to 
be siitialaclory. 

Tobacco— The present crop is unu- 
sually henvv, and, as a general thing- 
more pounds have been raised to the 
aero than for years before, and . of 
course tho quality corresponded to 
Its usually luxuriant growth. Tbii 
is reported as being conspicuously 
true in the! Mason district, Owen, 
Breckinridge, iu some of the counties 
in iho Purchase, and other localities. 
Two causes contribute to this result : 
The more generous use of fertilizers, 
aud uioro careful cultivation. Of 
course the latter ball ofthcBcnflon 
was ravoinble lo its perfect growth 
and maturity. Planters have wisely 
concluded that there is more money 
in raising live acres of superior tobac- 
co, llml in all senses comes up to a 
full standard in quality, lhan in rais- 
ing ten acres indill'erently cultivated 
and carelessly handled Everything 
should be subordinate to quality. 
The acreage planted should bo such 
as to put tlie crop clear outside or tho 
range of neglect, from (he setting or 
the plants until the crop goes into the 
buyer's hands. Tho value of no crop 
raised Is so dependent on its qu ilily 
for its value, and is at the. same time 
so depondont on its culture and baud- 
ling from tho beginning to Iho end 
for that quality. The fall has been 
so exceptional as to have put to fault | 
all reasonable calculations. An curly 
rrost naturally crcnted apprehensions 
that both tho late tobacco and lato 
corn were in danger of being caught 
aud injured, and, ueting upon reason- 
able probabilities, some tobacco was 
cutloogrcou, and of course all such 
must be of light weight and of low 
grade. Most planters, however, look 
the chances, and waited for their 
crops lo mature. Most of the tobac- 
co being cut during lliu unusual and 
protracted warm spell that followed 
from being overcrowded iu the barns 
wns to some extent house-burned or 
moulded, and in Borne instances stem- 
rotted. All correspondents speak of 
more or loss dainngo to Iho crop froir 
these several causes. From a carofu 
analvsys of Iho statements of our c 



Those having a first-class article 
of tobacco, In our Judgment will lo«e 
nothing by not nmnifeslliig too great 
eagerness lo sell. Assort wilh e ire, 
so that each hand in a given lot will 
grade with another. It will pay you 
to do so. 

Live (todc-Uvo slock is reported 
to bo in tinocoudiiion throughout I lie 
Slate, and remarkably ex-mpf if»m 
dNcftBos. This slate, of genci ul thrift- 
ne«s and hcnUhfulncss is or course at- 
tributable, in a large measure, to tie 
open, mild fall, and good pasturage. 
Hogs arc reported scarco and below 
an average in boiuc counties, but as 
being up to and nbovc in others. 
Whilo we illlnk the number for pack- 
ing will fall somewhat short of thai 
of last year, whereas, if tho soason 
keeps open and warm, they will go 
into market iu superior condition, 
and with heavier weights. It it hard 
to conceive of a belter season for fat- 
tening than this. As everything is 
or interest relating to hog diseases, 
and as a discovery of a remedy for 
any given disease is of great value, 
wo incorporate the letter of Dr. Mc- 
Kay, ol Sbcpliordiville, as a part of 
our report :

The hogs in this town and vicinity 
have, as elsewhere, boon dyln'; by 
what is termed "cholora." I no- 
ticed that thore wore no choleraic 
symptoms in any that I saw sick, but 
that thoy drooped about for from a 
week lo a month, dying as I believed 
frotn inanition. I also saw several 
sick bogs trying to eat, but seemed to 
bu physically unable to bite the corn 
from the car, or cveu maslicato il

when shelled for them. 1 examined 
the mouth of a young bog about six 
months old, bolonging to my father, 
Dr. 8. A. McKay, and found 8 spuri- 
ous teeth, situated between the front 
and grinders. Thov grow in every 
conceivable direction, infringing 
upon tho tonge and cheek of the bog 
in its masticatory efforts. Tho bog 
was nearly dead-starved lo death. 
I extracted them und in twelvo hours 
Iho hog could cat. This was last 
Monday a week, and tho cure is com- 
plete ; in lact, was perfected when the 
dental operation was performed. 
Yesterday morning I extracted "i 
tooth sroin 4 hogs, 8 from each, and 
this morning, 24 hours subsequent, 
they aro nil eating., and in a week I 
expect them lo bo fat enough In kill 
as shoals. The last four mentioned 
wero drooping about, would not, in- 
deed could not, eat corn, and very 
little slop. 

Believing that my discovery -tf«.r 
sol must needs call il, having never 
beard or read of anything relative to 
|i)_i 9 worthy of notice and- dissemi 
nation throughout the State, I enclose 
you specimens I extracted,- aud If 
you think as I do, you can give this 
lo tho public. The tjark or discolor- 
ed portion -of tho teeth is the part 
seen above tho gum.

Sheep— Sheep husbandry in Ken- 
tucky is growing porhapB more rap- 
idly than any othor livo stock inter- 
est.

Members of tho Association who 
do not borrow from It have tlioir 
money Invested where the socurity is 
unquestionable and tho rate of inter 
est better than can bo obtained Willi 
safety outsido of the Association. In 
tills way the money leudor and the 
money borrower aro brought togolber 
on terms beneficial and satisfactory 
to both. The Association also sorves 
as a Savings Bank for its members, 
where they can make small deposits 
and have lliem promptly aud securely 
luycsted At a liberal rate of interest. 

Wo commend this movement lo 
Iho careful cousidcration of tho pub- 
lic and shall watch Its progress with 
much interest.
